hospital in Hanover with shotgun 
wounds in the chest and arms. 
His 
condition today was said not to be 
serious. 
Irvin Miller, charged with 
the 
shooting; Edward 
Flickinger 
and sixteen-yeai-old William Erb 
are in the Carroll county Jail here. 
Miller and Erb are employes 
of 
Flickinger. 
According to authorities Copen- 
haver and Lcpjio were removing 
a 
straw 
stack which 
Flickinger had 
placed in the middle of the road 
which borders his land when he 
ami the other two suddenly appear­ 
ed. 
Miller is alleged to have fired with 
little or no warning. 
Sheriff Yohn 
said Copenhaver and Leppo were 
removing the obstruction to proeced 
on the road which he said was a 
public tboroughlare.

one which ended Eyler's life. 
Dr.

Miller, 
Adams 
county coroner, was summoned, and 
after conducting 
an 
investigation 
issued a death 
certificate, 
giving 
suicide as the cause, 
Eyler had been in ill health for 
two m onths during which he had 
not been working. 
Formerly,

mills. 
Eyler used a 
single-barrel shot­ 
gun with a pum pkin ball cartridge 
to end his life.

through the m an s chest, taking an 
upward course near the heart The 
ball went through a quantity of hay 
and struck a log, glancing off and 
was lost. 
Mrs 
Eyler was at Eyler’s store, 
which is operated by Mrs C harlotte 
Eyler, the dead m an s m other, when 
th e tragedy occurred. 
Eyler is survived by his m other, 
his widow”, two children. Owen, 7, 
and Mary, 5. and two brothers. Roy 
Eyler, Hamiitonban township, and 
Owen Eyler, of Pennersviile. 


J. William Morgan, Pennsylvania 
state fire m arshal, who was the 
guest speaker a t the weekly lunch­ 
eon meeting of the G ettysburg Lions 
club a t the Hotel Gettysburg Mon­ 
day night, complimented Gettysburg 
and Adams county on its fine volun­ 
teer firem en organizations, in an 
address in which he appealed to the 
Lions' club to assist Jam es B. Au- 
men, Gettysburg fire chief, in bring­ 
ing fire prevention week and what it 
m eans to the attention of the com­ 
munity. 
Mr. Morgan, who was brought here 
as a speaker by Fire Chief Aumen, 
works 
in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
Pennsylvania state police in reduc­ 
ing fire losses in the state. 
Remove Fire Hazards 
In his appeal for cooperation from 
the Lions’ club, Mr. Morgan asked 
the members of the local civic or­ 
ganization to see to it th a t all fire 
hazards th a t can possibly be re­ 
moved, are during fire prevention 
week which begins October 4 and 
continues until October IO. 
All accumulations of rubbish, he 
pointed out, are potential fuel for 
flames and might result in costly 
fires unless they are removed. 
He 
told the members not only to clean 
up their own homes and business 
places to reduce such hazards to a 
minimum, but also urged them to 
point out the danger of allowing 
such accumulations to rem ain to 
their neighbors. 
He stated th a t fire losses In the 
United States during 1930 reached 
the sum of $490,000,000 and th a t the 
loss this year is expected to be even 
higher. He said the per capita cost 
of fires in the United Slates is $4 
a person while in some foreign coun­ 
tries it is as low as 85 cents for 
each person. 
Answer Questionnaires 
He explained the difference by 
declaring th a t in foreign countries 
applicants for fire insurance are 
asked to answer questionnaires simi­ 
lar to those filled out for life in­ 
surance in this country. 
He added 
th at no such requirem ents exist in 
America. 
Mr. Morgan declared th a t most 
fires occur between the hours of 
m idnight and 4 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing. 
This he said was due to the 
fact th a t in the larger cities many 
of th e 'conflagrations are of an in­ 
cendiary 
nature, started 
by un­ 
scrupulous m erchants to collect in­ 
surance. 
He paid an especial compliment to 
the local volunteer fire departm ent 
and also those of the county, declar­ 
ing fire losses have been kept to a 
minimum by the efficient work of 
the local firemen.

Yates Penniman, chairm an of the 
board of the National M arine bank 
in Baltimore, died Monday at his 
home in the Greenway apartm ents, 
Baltimore, after a lengthy illness.

He was 
elected president to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of Jo h n M. Lit - 
rig on February 21. 1924 For twenty 
years before he had been cashier of 
the institution. 
Born In Baltimore 
He was born in Baltim ore Decem­ 
ber 14. 1852, a member of a family 
th a t settled in New England before 
the Revolution and cam e to B alti­ 
more during the W ar of 1812. 
His 
early education was received in the 
public schools and he later studied 
at Gettysburg college. 
His first business experience was 
gained with the firm of Barker and 
Fisher, grain m erchants, 
but 
he 
soon turned to the banking business. 
In 1878 he began his employment 
with the National M arine bank as a 
runner. 
Married In Brooklyn 
He 
m arried 
in 
Brooklyn, 
New 
York, iii 1881, Miss Nellie Thayer, 
who survives him. 
He is also su r­ 
vived by two daughters. 
Mr. Pennim an was a member of 
St. 
David's 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
church and a Republican. 
He was 
also a member of the Sons of Ameri­ 
can Revolution.

Provided Scientific Excitement 
It is this theory which has m ade 
him an im portant scientist, aside 
from the fact th a t he is a professor 
in Leyden university and-director of 
the observatory. 
It has provided 
scientific excitem ent for IO years. 
Dr. de Sitter's theory is th a t this 
is an em pty world. 
T hat is to say, 
space is so much vaster in relation 
to m atter, such as planets, suns

good only for this age. This age. as 
stars go, will be a good many m il­ 
lions of years. 
T hen Dr. de Sitter’s theory will 
become operative. Thus he has a 
double object in visiting America. 
Besies his lectures, he will meet 
the men and see the observatories 
where support for his theory origi­ 
nated. 
These observations ravealed th at 
the m atter 
in the 
universe, star 
clusters, etc., are crowing farther 
apart, retreating from each other.

‘ONE-MAN FARM| 
IS DESCRIPTION 
OF NEW RUSSIA 


New Book Tells Story Of 
Soviet 
Agriculture; 
Details Of System. 


By Frank I. Wetter 
( Associated Press Farm Editor) 
Washington (AP)—Russia’s threat 
to the agriculture of capitalistic 
countries lies largely in her ability 
to plan the crops of one-flfth of the 
earth ’s cultivated surface as an in­ 
dividual farmer in America plans 
his quarter section. 
Such is the picture drawn by Anna 
Louise Strong in her new book. “The 
Soviets Conquer W heat.” 
How Yakovlef, commissar of agri­ 
culture, farms a continent with the 
dual challenge to the rest of the 
world to compete in either quantity 
or economy of production is told by 
the author, for nine years a writer 
in the Soviet union. 
Her book is a drama of collective 
farming. 
“Black lands of winter fallow 
sweeping from horizon to horizon, 
miles and miles of green undula­ 
tions of winter wheat unbroken by 
any boundary yet containing the 
land rights and harvest of thou­ 
sands of peasants. 
T hat is how the new Russia is 
pictured, the nation which saw IOO,-1 
000,000 of the world’s most back­ 
ward peasants acquire five centuries 
of agricultural advancement in a 
single season. 
Collectivization Started in 1929 
The storm 
of 
“collectivization” 
which Miss Strong says changed 
Ru&ia from the legend of incredible 
chaos to the legend of incredible 
ability to conquer the world, broke 
upon the union of socialist soviet 
republics in 1929. 
Seeing that a medieval agricul­ 
ture was threatening its five year 
plan the government organized the 
state grain trust with instructions 
to grow 60,000,000 bushels for the 
state in three or four years. 
It suggested th at peasants pool 
their property in 
large 
working 
units, each household sharing in the 
harvest to the extent of its capital 
investment and labor. 
Under the trust state farms be­ 


came grain factories. 
They were 
equipped with every modern imple­ 
ment and manned by hired labor 
working according to patterns cut 
by soil and crop scientists, agricul­ 
tural engineers and management 
experts. 
By 1930 there were 143 of these 
grain factories averaging in size 
from 100,000 to 200,000 acres. 
Memorable Harvest 
The memorable harvest of 1930 
is described by Miss Strong as the 
“most historic harvest since m an­ 
kind first cast grain on the soil for 
food. 
Russia produced 3,600,000,000 
bushels of grain, 600,000.000 bushels 
mor ethan the year before. For the 
first time since the war she again 
was the world's largest producer of 
grain.”
